If it has seemed a little quiet lately, it may 
b e b ecause quite a few of the gentlemen who 
would like to peddle undemocratic forms of 
gov ernment in these United States hav e b een 
left to their meditations in peaceful jail cells. 
Bundsfuehrer Fritz Kuhn is in hib ernation in 
an upstate New York jug. His lieutenant, James 
Wheeler-Hill, was recently sentenced to a one 
to three-year term, also in New York. Earl 
Browder is under conv iction, b ut is at lib erty 
pending an appeal. Sev eral of Browder’s Com­ 
munist companions hav e b een tripped up b y the 
law. Sev enteen New York Christian Fronters 
are waiting to b e tried on conspiracy charges 
against the gov ernment. 
All in all, it looks like an off-season for peo­ 
ple who want to take American democracy for 
a gangster ride. No tears are dropped when 
enemies of the gov ernment are put on ice for 
a few years. There is no loud protest from the 
citizenry when mov ements that are actually sub ­ 
v ersiv e are clipped.

Despite the v igilance of authorities and the 
knowledge that circumstances hav e comb ined 
to cripple un-American groups, it would b e a 
mistake to sigh deeply and say, “That’s that.” 
It prob ab ly isn’t. The Communist party, for in­ 
stance, hasn’t b een rendered ineffectual, simply 
b ecause a couple of its leaders are in jail or 
under sentence. 
Its memb ers realize that their cause is particu­ 
larly unpopular these days, b ut that will not 
stop them from pursuing their ob jectiv es along 
different trails. The propaganda of the Reds, as 
well as that of pro-Fascist groups, will b e dis­ 
guised a little b etter, perhaps, b ut it will not b e 
stopped. 
The b iggest danger legitimate organizations 
face these days is the intrusion of Communists 
into their circles, particularly into positions of 
dominance. Such has b een the Red strategy in 
recent years; and, although it was supposedly 
ab andoned some time during the last year, there 
Is little reason to b eliev e that it is not b eing 
used now. 
There is no reason to suspect ev eryone within 
a group. Ev ery dissenter from a popular course 
is not a Communist. He may b e a sincere ob ­ 
jector, without any taint of ism in his character.

Organizations, desiring to steer clear of Com­ 
munist influence, must b e doub ly cautious these 
days. Many of them might well follow the lead 
of the American Civ il Lib erties Union, which 
has expressed itself in fav or of eliminating any 
known Communists from administrativ e posi­ 
tions. 
To hurl charges indiscriminately would b e 
unfair. Motiv es must b e examined, b ackground 
questioned, sincerity of purpose ascertained b e­ 
fore anyone is b randed a Communist. 
But at the same time, this is no time to pam­ 
per known Reds or Fascists. Americans can find 
no b etter way of expressing their profound con­ 
tempt for the methods of Stalin and Hitler than 
b y treating the champions of dictators con­ 
temptuously.

A proposal to simplify the process of natural­ 
izing aliens has b een made b y Secretary of La­ 
b or Frances Perkins. Under existing laws, she 
told the Commonwealth Club of San Francisco, 
tests for immigrants are too drastic. 
She recommended that requirements for “re­ 
sponsib le aliens” b e relaxed. This would include, 
M iss Perkins said, literacy tests for elderly 
aliens. 
The millions of Americans out of work could 
not b e expected to take kindly to any plan that 
would open the gates to a flood of aliens, po­ 
tential competitors# for the few job s av ailab le. 
After a reasonab le numb er of immigrants hav e 
b een admitted, it should b e the desire of officials 
ev erywhere to make them good Americans as 
soon as possib le. Sufficient time must b e giv en 
them, howev er, for reflections on the responsi­ 
b ilities of citizenship and to make certain they 
are fully prepared to relinquish their loyalties 
to any other countries.

WASHINGTON—Any day now you can look 
for a \'icious Congressional attack on the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation.

resignation of a top-flight attorney a couple of 
years ago on

the b rother of the late Joe Byrns, Speaker of 
the House of Representativ es, who helped guide 
the HOLC Act through Congress. 
Whether the mass of charges against HOLC 
hav e merit or not, the fact remains that the 
Byrnses—uncle and nephew—seem to hav e per­ 
sonal griev ances against HOLC and hav e sworn 
to get rev enge. 
“Little Joe” Byrns, son of the late Speaker, 
now holds his father’s seat in the House.

speeches against HOLC and in Washington he 
has continued his sniping. 
The row started when “Big Joe” Byrns, then

Cataracts Will No t Respo nd To 
Any Kind o f Medicatio n 
Applied To Eyes 
By Dr. Mo rris Fishbein 
Edito r, J o urnal o f the American 
Medical Asso ciatio n, and o f Hy- 
geia, the Health Magazine. 
The term, “cataract,” refers to 
a condition in which the lens of 
the eye becomes clouded. 
The 
lens is a crystalline substance, is 
used to focus light on the back of 
the eye. 
A cataract is not a film 
growing across the eye. 
It is a 
physical 
change 
in 
the 
tissue 
which is like the frosting of a clear 
windcw^glass. 
In surgical treatment of cataract 
the lens is removed. 
It becomes 
necessary, therefore, to w'car eye­ 
glasses w^hich help to focus the 
light properly on the retina at the 
back of the eye, after an opera­ 
tion. 
For many years all sorts of so- 
called medical treatments for cat­ 
aract have been promoted to the 
public. 
Today, people do not fear 
operations as much as they used 
to, but nowi^adays medicine ad­ 
vances remarkable discoveries that 
people are inclined to be even 
more credulous than they used to 
be. 
Dr. Allen Greenwood has point­ 
ed out that about 40 years ago, 
electricity and various kind of 
shocks with cataracts think they 
were .seeing better. 
Some charla­ 
tans drop drugs into the eye to 
dilate the pupil. 
Then the patient 
sees 
around 
the 
cataract 
and 
thinks that his vision is improv­ 
ing. 
But, of course, the dilation 
w^ears off, and the patient realizes 
that he has been victimized. 


Today it can be said with cer­ 
tainty that no one is able to cure 
a cataract wuth drops or wdth 
medicaments applied to the eye, 
Usually, the person w^ho is treated 
in this manner is given some good 
j medical advice about his diet and 


1 living, w'hich tends to make him 


I feel better. 
I 
Frequently the eyeglasses can be 
i changed to advantage during the 
time w^hen the patient is making 
up his mind to have an operative 
procedure. 
There is an advantage 
in having the patient come reg­ 
ularly for inspection so that the 
progress of the cataract can be 
determined. 
It is not desirable, 
however, for a patient w'ith a cat­ 
aract to w’ait until he has become 
completely blind before having an 
operation. 
There is no evidence that any 
j of the vitamins now^ knowm is 
I specific in stopping the growdh and 
: development of a cataract or in 
curing one. 
The rate at w^hich the cloudiness 
increases varies with every pa- 
Itient. 
Sometimes there may be a 
little cloudiness w’hich wull re- 
. main tatic for years before it be-

(A^)--A “ no man’s land” around 
each ba.sket is proposed by Ken 
Loefflcr, Yale’s catch, to lessen 
the scoring advantage their height 
now gives tall play ers.

Result of Research 
Loeffler’s plan, the result of sev­ 
eral y ears of private research, dif­ 
fers considerably from that of Dr.

Allen has suggested drawing a 
16-fcot circle with the basket as a 
center. He would permit play ers 
to dribble in or out of the circle 
but they could not drive in and 
shoot if another play er were in 
the ring. A team could, however, 
place a stationary guard in the 
circle to block scoring shots with­ 
in the so-called safety ring. 
Starred at Penn State 
Loeffler, w’ho starred at Penn 
State and coached at Geneva be­ 
fore coming here in 1936, said his 
experiments showed a high ma­ 
jority of rebounds landed just out­ 
side of “ no man’s land.” 
“ There seems to be a great deal 
of agitation against the big fel­ 
lows who have been parking under 
the basket to ‘dunk’ in shots or 
take the ball off the backboard,” 
said Loeffler.
